Lo the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 

As required by law, I herewith submit the annual re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools for the year ending 
June 30th, 1926. 

During half of the school year. this report ‘covers the 
Town and District were served by Charles A.. Mitcheli, the 
present Superintendent coming to the District the middle of 
January, 1926. | 

Six legal schools have been maintained in Strafford for 
34 weeks with an average of 160.25 days of school each. 
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I recommend that the school year be extended to 36 weeks. 

The total registration for the year was 82 of which 
pupils 36 were boys and 46 girls; 10 of these were between 
six and eight, 71 between eight and 16 and one between 16 
and 18 years of age. 

The attendance was 93.62% of what it would have been 
had there been no absences, thus giving Strafford first 
place in the District with Thetford 92.47, Tunbridge 92, 
Sharon 91 and Norwich 87.74. The average for the State 
was 91% with 32 other places haveing 95% or better. Nine 
cases of truancy were reported by teachers. 

Rebates from the State for the support of schools in 
Strafford for the past year are as follows: supervision 
$240.00, advanced instruction $318.06, transportation and 
board $761.76, trained teachers $616.00, current expenses 
720.85, making a total from the State for education of 
$1,956.17. 

The best spellers from-each school in town competed in 
the Town Spelling Contest, held May 10th at South Straf- 
ford. The winners of the contest and eligible for entry in 
the county contest were Clarence Perkins 1st, Helen Pres- 
cott 2nd; alternates, Gladys Wood 38rd and Velma Hood 4th. 

The Superintendent issued certificates of promotion 
and free tuition to the following 8th graders; George Ben- 
jamin, Elizabeth Jordan, Argene Colby, Gladys Wood, Mil- 
dred Allen, Clarence Perkins, Helen Prescott, and Ethel 
Ward, a total of eight. A special certificate on age was 
issued to Ralph Sanborn. One 8th grader failed of promo- 
tion. 

I have found the teaching in the schools of the town, 
for the most part, excellent. It will compare favorably 
with similar schools anywhere I believe. The professional 
attitude of our teachers is also fine. Every effort possible 
should be made to keep our successful teachers in continu- 
ous service. No other single factor will contribute more 
to the steady upbuilding of our schools than this one. I 
ask the interest and co-operation of parents and other mem- 
bers of our school comfmunities toward the realization of 2 
continuous and high type of service in the schools of the 
town. 

The buildings are capable of improvement and can ‘be 
made more worthy of the town of Strafford and the object 
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for which they are used. By means of a carefully planned 
program spread over a period of years it would be possible 
to have an adequate, approved school building in each com- 
munity without seriously dipping into the funds of the 
towr. One-third of the cost of approved equipment and 
improvement is borne by the State up to certain maximum. 
I commend the matter to the serious consideration of the 
Board of School Directors and citizens of the town. 

It has been my intention to build: on to the schoo! 
structure as I fourd it upon coming to the District and to 
carry on to the end of the vear the general plans as inaugu- 
oe by the former Superintendent with the least possible 

reak. 

A great deal of assistance and support has been given 
me by parents, teachers and members of the School Board, 
particularly by the chairman of the Board whose familiar- 
ity with local conditions has been very helpful. I grate- 
fully acknowledge this spirit of helpfulness.
